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PRIZE WINNERS, S.F.A.A. OPEN SHOW 


Announcement of the prize-winners for the 
current Art Association Open Exhibition for 
artist members was made by President El- 
dridge T. Spencer at a special reception held 
Monday evening, October 6, at the de Young 
Museum. The "preview” was pushed ahead 
from the original October 3rd date because of 
conflict with Opera performances. Given 
through the generosity of the Women’s Auxil¬ 
iary, the reception marked a gala ’'official” 
opening of this unique exhibition in the Asso¬ 
ciation’s history. 

Winner of the S.F.A.A.’s $100.00 prize for 
painting was Margaret Peterson, for her im¬ 
pressive tempera on panel, Mans Child (see 
cut). A prize of the same denomination was 
also offered by the Association for sculpture; 
Richard O'Hanlon carried off honors in this 
field, with his Startled Owl , in stone (see cut) . 
The S.F.A.A. Prize of $50.00 for painting 
was awarded to John L. Howard for his metic¬ 
ulous oil, Across the Bay. The Richard Gump 
Prize of $50.00 for distinguished work in 
any medium went to Emmy Lou Packard of 
this city for an ingeniously fashioned work in 
plastic, Beach Carnival. Two prizes, anony¬ 
mously donated, were given, one of $50.00 
for watercolor, the other of $25.00 for graphic

art. Albin Templeman received the first award 
for his gouache, Tivo Cops; James McCray's 
pen and ink drawing, Pastoral, was awarded 
the graphic prize. 

Honorable Mentions for oil went to Ella AI- 
luisi, Irene Lagorio, Alexander Nepote, Has- 
sel Smith and Raymond Tom; for watercolor, 
to John French, Ynez Johnston Keklak, Rob¬ 
ert McChesney and Edna Stoddart; for sculp¬ 
ture, to Francina Terebova. 

The Jury of Awards who selected the above 
winners from 114 entries was composed of 
Alfred Frankenstein, Charles Lindstrom, Dr. 
Stephen C. Pepper, Anton Refregier and Jean 
Varda. Dr. Walter Heil and Dr. Jermayne 
MacAgy were out of town and were unable to 
serve. November 4 is the closing date of the 
exhibition.

ART BOOKS FOR DEVASTATED COUNTRIES 


The San Francisco Museum of Art has issued 
a call for donations of modern art books to 
help compensate for the loss of such publi¬ 
cations in war-devastated countries. To assist 
in rebuilding libraries, particularly those of 
museums, universities and other schools, the 
Women’s Board of the Museum has arranged 
to collect books and periodicals on modern 
art, as well as funds with which to purchase 
such items. These will then be distributed to 
designated institutions within countries whose 
libraries suffered the greatest war casualties. 

ARTISTS’ COUNCIL 

David Park, chairman, announces that two 
new members to the Artists’ Council have 
been appointed to succeed Dorothy Grover 
and Paul Q. Forster. They are Byron Randall 
and James McCray. Mr. McCray was chair¬ 
man of the Council during the war years. A 
former instructor at the Art School, he has 
recently joined the faculty of the University 
of California. Last year he was on the Art 
Department of Washington State College. 

"Artist" member is the new designation of the 
status heretofore known as "Active Artist;” 
the term "Associate Artist” member remains 
the same. The change of name has been ef¬ 
fected through the passing of a recommenda¬ 
tion made by the Artists’ Council to the Board 
of Directors last month. 

GAETHKE EXHIBIT 

Showing during the month of October at the 
Gump Galleries on Post Street is a joint exhibit 
of the works of George Gaethke, artist member 
of the Association, and his wife Vera Allison. Mr. 
Gaethke’s collection includes mostly watercolors 
and lithographs, while Miss Allison is showing 
a series of abstract gouaches. 

Gaethke received his art training at the Califor¬ 
nia School of Fine Arts, the Art Institute of Chi¬ 
cago, Rudolph Schaeffer School of Design, and 
privately with Ray Bertrand, instructor at the Art 
School. He assisted in the execution of several 
murals throughout the Bay Area and has exhibited 
repeatedly in Association annuals and other local 
and national shows. He is widely known for his 
lithographs of animal theme, some of which have 
been reproduced for commercial purposes. 

Vera Allison, a native San Franciscan, studied art 
at the University of California. She has exhibited 
in group shows locally. This joint exhibition 
marks the first San Francisco showing of her work 
in the abstract field. 


The books or periodicals may be in any lan¬ 
guage, should have been published (or re¬ 
published) after 1920, and may concern any 
artist, group of artists, movements, schools of 
art, or national art developments of the mod¬ 
ern period—that is, from Delacroix (early 
1800’s) to the present. This is an urgent need 
which art lovers of the community are being 
asked to help fill.

LIBRARY GIFT 

The Anne Bremer Memorial Library of the 
Art School has recently received a consider¬ 
able number of excellent volumes from the 
library of the late John Galen Howard, do¬ 
nated by his son, Mr. Henry Howard. Most 
of these books deal with architectural sub¬ 
jects. At least two of them are collectors’ 
items: one of these, by Palladio, translated 
into English, is dated 1715; another is a Vi¬ 
truvius printed by Gotardo da Ponte in 1521, 
a first Italian edition. 

The Association and the School take this op¬ 
portunity to express their thanks for this gen¬ 
erous gift.

FILM: ART IN SAN FRANCISCO 


For the past six months the Californians, Inc., 
motion picture, Art in San Francisco, has been 
showing before museum, art school and club 
groups throughout the east, from Maine to 
Florida and westward to the Mississippi River. 
By means of this picture, which takes thirty 
minutes to show and carries a sound track 
with voice and original music throughout, art¬ 
conscious persons in many communities are 
being acquainted with a wide range of art 
activities in San Francisco. Seven prints of the 
picture are being used in meeting a steady and 
increasing demand for it through a booking 
agency in Washington, D. C. The entire proj¬ 
ect is financed by Californians, Inc. 

Art in San Francisco is the first motion pic¬ 
ture featuring the art activities of an Ameri¬ 
can city. It was produced for Californians, 
Inc. by Heinz Berggruen in the year preced¬ 
ing Pearl Harbor. Mr. Berggruen may be 
remembered for his earlier connections with 
the San Francisco Museum of Art and the 
San Francisco Chronicle. The picture, kept 
under wraps during the war, is as fresh and 


inspiring today as it was right after produc¬ 
tion, when it was given its premier showing 
before members of the San Francisco Art As¬ 
sociation at the Museum of Art and then a 
scheduled run at the California Palace of the 
Legion of Honor. 

This picture shows against a background of 
the seaport metropolis the activities that make 
San Francisco the Art Center of the West. It 
employs no actors, sets or props. The people 
seen in it are artists and art students, museum 
workers, other persons . . . the thousands who 
find stimulation and excitement in San Fran¬ 
cisco’s museums and the festive exhibitions 
staged by the city’s artists. In one sequence 
the observer enters the California School of 
Fine Arts with students from all parts of the 
country and visits classes, the school’s spacious 
library, and the exhibition hall with its mural 
by Diego Rivera. One also visits the city’s 
three museums and dozens of studios on 
Telegraph Hill and elsewhere. In all, the pic¬ 
ture is a revelation of a city alive with the 
desire of its people to hold on to the lasting 
values of Western civilization. 


WALTER LANDOR 


The California School of Fine Arts continues 
to hold the public eye, both through the 
achievements of the School as a whole, and 
through the individual performances of its 
faculty members. 

Latest of these to receive national mention 
is Walter Landor, head of the industrial de¬ 
sign firm bearing his name, and instructor of 
the advanced class in Packaging at the Art 
School. Packaging Parade, a leading design 
magazine published in Chicago, carries in its 
current issue a cover in full color illustrating 
an innovation in gift package design by Mr. 
Landor and a featured article describing this 
project. The story credits Landor with several 
"firsts” in package construction and gift pack¬ 
age styling, presenting a radical departure 
from the traditional packaging of gift sets. 

Designs, a new magazine with editorial offices 


in Hollywood, devotes its lead story to Lan¬ 
dor, the theme of which is "Good Design 
Does Not Date.” Substantiating this state¬ 
ment, the publication reproduces five pages 
of photographs showing some of Landor’s 
outstanding work over the past twelve years 
in the fields of showrooms and restaurants, 
product and package design, exhibits and dis¬ 
plays, buildings and interiors. Running com¬ 
ment on the photos is supplied by Mr. Landor. 
Among his jobs reproduced are views of the 
Kardomah Cafes, a London restaurant chain 
which was re-styled by Landor in 1935, and 
exhibits for General Electric and the British 
Government at International Expositions. Ex¬ 
amples of recent work are shown in photos 
of two California buildings designed by Lan¬ 
dor, Lester’s Market and a Joseph Magnin 
store, bringing added proof (if such proof 
were needed) that good design does not 
"date.” 
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SOTOMAYOR—GOULD BALLET 

November 12th is the date set for the perform¬ 
ance of the San Francisco Civic Ballet’s produc¬ 
tion of a new ballet with music by Morton Gould, 
story, costumes and decor by Antonio Sotomayor. 
When last approached, Tony Sotomayor was still 
undecided as to the new work’s official title, but 
promised it is to be of Latin American theme 
whose "hero” hails from a mythical "Amazon” 
jungle, full of tales of hidden treasure and fan¬ 
tastic adventures—a below-the-border Baron Mun¬ 
chausen. Reproduced here is a design by Soto¬ 
mayor of a costume for a South American dock 
worker, one of the ballet’s numerous characters. 
Choreography is being arranged by William 
Christenson. "Watch your local papers” for fur¬ 
ther news regarding ticket sales, etc. for this 
forthcoming Opera House event. 


Postcript: Word has reached us that one of Soto- 
mayor’s paintings, Dancers, has been purchased 
by International Business Machines Corporation 
for its permanent collection.
